The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record fails to disclose or render obvious the combination of features as disclosed an 
in particular an engine starting apparatus comprising an engine, a power generator, a 
humanly operative starting device and an ignition device controlled by a microcomputer, 
wherein the microcomputer comprises an initial igniting function for generating ignition 
instructions when a preset time has been elapsed after the reference signal of the 
engine rotation position is first input to the microcomputer after the microcomputer has 
been started up by the electricity output from the power generator operated by the 
humanly operative starting device and before a voltage of the power supply reaches a 
voltage high enough to operate the processing function.
